Last June the couple received an evic- 
tion notice from their landlord, who plans 
to renovate the Carlson Boulevard house 
that they have called home for more than 
two decades in El Cerrito. 

“This is a closing of one chapter of 
our lives and the beginning of another,” 
Thom Stark said in a talk earlier this 
week. “The universe has very accom- 
modatingly written a happy ending to the 
closing of this chapter.” 

Thom ran unsuccessfully for the City 
Council in 1995 and 1997, has served as 
the president of the Friends of the El Cer- 


rito Library and was a member of the 
Contra Costa County Charter Commis- 
sion. “ 

He has also been a member of the El 
Cerrito Chamber of Commerce and was 
a co-chair of the Committee of the Whole 
from its inception in April 1998 until last 
June, when moving plans forced his res- 
ignation. 

Both Thom and Judy Stark have been 
active in civic business over:the years, 
including the 1996 Neighbor to N 
bor effort, the Del Norte and South 2 
way design processes and the city’s re- 
cent General Plan update effort. 

Judy has also been a volunteer with 
the Friends of the El Cerrito Library and 
Thom served three years as the organi- 
zation’s president.

Legal battle over card 
room at Golden Gate 
Fields comes to an end

ALBANY — A five-year legal battle 
over building a card room at Golden Gate 
Fields racetrack ended Wednesday when 
a citizens group fighting the gaming ven- 
ture won $902,000 in a court-sanctioned 
settlement. 

Most of the money, which came from 
former track owner Ladbroke Racing Cal- 
ifornia, Inc., will cover the fees of attor- 
ney Bob Outis. 

Outis, on behalf of Citizens for Re- 
sponsible Government (CRG), sued Lad- 
broke and the city in 1995 over various 
ways the card room issue was presented 
to voters in 1994. Voters approved the 
venture by 186 votes after months of 
emotional debate. 

Wednesday’s agreement in Alameda 
County Superior Court also includes lan- 
guage that essentially nullifies the ballot 
measure. 

“Today it’s over,” said CRG President 
David Arkin. “It’s a wonderful thing that 
we've been able to do for the citizens of Al 
bany — all the citizens, not just those op- 
posed to the card room. it does restore the 
faith that citizens can make a difference.” 

As a formality, the City Council voted 
unanimously to terminate the develop- 
ment agreement at last week's meeting, 
with Mayor Jon Ely, a former CRG board 
member, signing the agreement. Coun- 
cilman Ed McManus was not present at 
the meeting. 

Arkin, who appeared before the coun- 
cil, said appellate court rulings made ear- 
lier in the case will have a lasting effect 
beyond Albany, particularly the court 
questioning whether an environmental 
report should have been done before the 
project went to the voters. 

“{ think this is substantial victory for 
the California environment,” Arkin said. 

The citizens group, composed mostly 
of Albany residents, will keep about 
$50,000 of the settlement to cover ex- 
penses. Dan Taafee, a second lawyer con- 
sulting on the case, also will get a share.

Cain hopes to keep up with the

Despite the Albany School District’s 
&xtension for people to declare their can- 
didacy for school board, only one out- 
Sider had turned in election papers by 
the Wednesday deadline, giving incum- 
bents Bill Cain and Owen H. Jones a 
f00d chance at winning their seats back 
in November. 

To keep voters on their toes, Albany 
Parent Owen T. Jones will also be run- 
Ning for one of the two vacancies. 

The new Jones has familiarized him- 
Self with the schools as a room parent 
and chair of the Albany High School Site 
Council, a body that helps earmark 
Money coming in from the state. 

‘Td like to see the administration and 
be more accessible (to residents),” 
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he said. Though he doesn’t have a spe- 
cific agenda, he added, “I would like to 
see that we have a balanced budget and 
to improve Cougar Field, and I’m inter- 
ested in special education.” 

The architect and Albany Education 
Foundation vice president has three chil- 
dren, one at Albany High School and an- 
other at Marin Elementary. The middle 
child will be attending Arrow Smith, a 
private high school in Berkeley, in the 
fall. 

“That was a family decision based on 
his middle school experience, and I don’t 
want to particularly belabor (the issue)” 
he said. 

If elected, he will join Vice President 
Marsha Skinner (Nov. 2002); members 
Mary Wallmann (Nov. 2002) and David 
Farrell (Nov. 2002), and student board 
member Oscar Whelan (June 30, 2001). 

A shortage of outsiders running for 
election is not new. The 1998 election 
was a no-contest, with Wallmann, Farrell 
and incumbent Skinner running for the 
three open seats on the board. 

Carolie Sly, PTA member and former 
president, said the low turnout is under- 
standable. 

”Most households in Albany have two

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Board approves facades, floor plans for Plaza buildings

EL CERRITO — At its meeting 
last week, the Design Review Board 
approved facades and floor plans for 
seven of the eight new Phase I build- 
ings of the revitalized El Cerrito 
Plazk project. 

An eighth building, the new Al- 
bertson’s store planned for the east 
side of the reconstructed Plaza, will 
be submitted at a later date for DRB 
consideration. 

Some conditions were placed on 
the approval, mostly dealing with 
color choice and architectural fin- 
ishing touches, that will be subject 
to city planning staff review. The de- 
velopers still have to get DRB ap- 
proval for landscaping plans and for 
“facelifts” planned for two existing 
Plaza buildings, said Andrew John- 
ston, tenant construction manager 
for Plaza co-owner Regency Realty. 

“It’s a difficult process and the 
city is trying to keep a careful watch 
on it,” Johnston said. “We're ecsta- 
tic,” he said about the final Phase I 
design approvals. 

The approvals included the Ross 
building planned for the northeast 
corner of the Plaza, two buildings 
facing Fairmount Avenue, a “restau- 
rant building” going into the Plaza, 
the Bed, Bath and Beyond building, 
and the Old Navy and Gap buildings 


near San Pablo Avenue. 

Along Fairmount, a “split side- 
walk,” similar to the one at the 
Fourth Street shopping area in 
Berkeley, is planned. 

“The upper level provides for a 
continuously level access into each 
tenant space along the building, 
while allowing the lower, more pub- 
lic sidewalk to slope with the natural 
grade,” said Jill Keimach, the city’s 
planning manager, in a report to the 
DRB. Planters, seat walls and steps 
will create a division between the 
two levels and steps at the end will 
allow pedestrians to step down to the 
lower sidewalk level. 

In The Gap building along San 
Pablo Avenue, a pedestrian terrace 
was walled in and converted to inte- 
rior space and a tower structure was 
redesigned and squared off by the 
architect to accommodate Gap Inc.'s 
request for space to add a Gap Kids 
store toward the front of the store. 

DRB members suggested several 
changes to the building such as adding 
awnings and detailing to the front of 
the building. They also suggested rais- 
ing the entranceway of the tower, to 
make the entrance more open, ap- 
parent and welcoming to the public. 

DRB member Daniel Smith and 
other board members were con- 
cerned that the design as presented 
seemed too much like Gap corporate

CALIFORNIA EVENTS 2000 
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Fires can be devastating — so be prepa 


id you read that sad story 
De the Cal student and 

her parents who were 
killed Sunday by an early-morn- 
ing fire? 

It seems incredible that a fire 
could spread so quickly that they 
wouldn't have time to escape, but 
it happens more often than you’d 
suspect. 


I ought to know. A fire broke 
out in my kitchen a couple of 
weeks ago, and you wouldn't be- 
lieve how rapidly it expanded. 
One moment it was just a tiny 
spark; and then whoomp! My 
whole ceiling was suddenly a 
sheet of flame. 


I don't know how I managed 
to put it out, but it was a very 
close call. A few more seconds, 
and it would have been totally 
out of control. I might have been 
killed. 


Even if I hadn't, I still would 
have lost everything: my books, 
my clothes, my campaign button 
collection, my pictures of Eliza 
and Nelly, my vial of sand from 
Omaha Beach, my thank-you 
note from Betty Ford — every- 
thing I hold dearest in the world. 


In short, there’s not a whole 
lot you can do once a fire starts. 
And it’s so easy to start. In my 
case, I was foolishly using a dish 
towel as a pot holder over an 
open flame. I turned my back for 
just a second, and when I turned 
around again, flames were racing 
up the wall. 


So the smart thing is to pre- 
vent it from starting in the first 
place. And that’s where your lo- 
cal fire department comes in. I 
called the fire prevention experts 
in Berkeley, Oakland, Albany and 
El Cerrito, and I was pleased to 
find they all have programs in 
place to help us. 


They’ll tell you the right kind 
of fire extinguisher to buy. (Hint: 
get one with a hose, not a noz- 
zle.) 


They'll tell you the fastest way 
to report a fire. (Hint: Don’t use 
a cell phone to call 911; that’ll 
connect you to a dispatcher way 
out in Vallejo. Use a regular 
phone instead; it’ll connect you 
to someone local.) 


They’ll tell you the best place 
to put your smoke detector. 
(Hint: Put it near your bedroom, 
not your kitchen. The whole 
point is to wake you out of a 
sound sleep.) 


And if you like, a firefighter 
will even come out to your house 
or place of business and inspect 
it for you — for free! Since I live 
in Berkeley, I called Assistant 
Fire Chief Dave Orth; and he 
came over to my place and 
pointed out all my dumb mis- 
takes, like storing combustible 
materials underneath the stair- 
way leading up to my apartment 
— my only means of escape.

No money for parking 
garages 


Norman La Force begins his letter of Aug. 
18 with an ad homonym attack on the El Cer- 
rito City Council instead of dealing with facts. 
He goes on to claim that the council's pref- 
erence for a shuttle bus systemi would “give 
a subsidy for the well off and wealthy in our 
community,” unsupported either by facts or 
argument. 

Then he misstates the Measure C ballot 
language. It does say that one way the funds 
could be spent is for BART parking, but it does 
not specify parking in El Cerrito nor does it 
specify parking garages. If, as he says, the 
people of El Cerrito were told that the mea- 
sure’s funds would build garages at our BART 
stations, they were misinformed by those who 
so told them. 

In point of fact, the County Counsel’s 
analysis of Measure C included an excerpt 
from California Public Utilities Code, sections 
180000, et seq. The code states that the Mea- 
sure C moneys “may be allocated by the 
county transportation authority for the con- 
struction and improvement of state highways; 
the construction, maintenance, improvement, 
and operation of local streets, roads, and high- 
ways; and the construction, improvement, and 
operation of public transit systems.” Note that 
the code excerpt cited makes no mention of 
parking lots or garages. 

La Force expresses concern over the cost 
of a shuttle system. Let’s see what the 
garage might cost us. The minimum cost of 
just the multi-storied garage would be 
$17,000 per space. This does not include 
land cost, administration, attendant’s wages, 
policing, maintenance including ticket dis- 
pensers; utility costs for elevators, lighting 
and fans. There is no guarantee that the cost 
would be as stated above. Other parking 
structures have been estimated to be much 
more costly per space: Fort Miley Veterans 
Hospital, $21,000; S.F. State University, 
$39,000; De Young Museum at Embar- 
cadero, $65,000; North Beach area of S.F, 
$110,000. 

Assuming the lowest figure cited above, 
the annual income to cover just building costs 
would have to be at least $1,700. If, as usual, 
each space was used only five days a week or 
260 days a year, at least $6.50 per day of in- 
come would be needed. The private lot oppo- 
site the Del Norte station currently gets $5 per 
day per space. The other costs noted could 
easily double the required income. The 
chances of a garage paying for itself are vir- 
tually nil. Talk about subsidies! 

Importantly, past actions and their results 
need to be considered. Does anyone believe 
that the Del Norte BART garage has lessened 
congestion? Does anyone believe that the 
garage has lessened on-street parking demand 
near the station? 

La Force’s proposal to charge for garage 


parking, though I agree it should be so, will 
not change matters unless the city of El Cer- 
rito also charges for street parking. If any- 
thing is free, there will be an unlimited de- 
mand for it. These are spaces provided by 
us, the taxpayers, and if someone occupies 
a space no one else can. It only makes sense 
that the occupier should pay for that privi- 
lege, just as he must in any metropolitan 
area where there is a high demand for park- 
ing spaces. 

The reduced use of AC Transit that La 
Force cites is a result of allowing both resi- 
dents and non-residents to park for free on El 
Cerrito streets. As long as that continues to 
be the case, neither a garage nor a shuttle sys- 
tem will prove effective. 

It’s high time to try different strategies. As 
Albert Einstein observed, "Insanity is doing 
the same thing over and over — and expect- 
ing a different result.”

Proof of birth date (original birth cer- 
tificate or baptismal certificate) must 
be presented for students in kinder- 
garten and the first grade. Register- 
ing your child at the closest school 
does not guarantee assignment to 
that school. The district says it may 
need to assign pupils outside of pre- 
sent school boundaries in order to 
house an expected enrollment in- 
crease, 

Parents not residing in Albany 
who are interested in enrolling new 
students in Albany schools must ap- 
ply for enrollment at the District Ser- 
vice Center. Although space is lim- 
ited, out-of-district applicants for 
grades K-12 will be placed on a first- 
come, first-served basis, if classroom 
space is available. 

For students new to Albany High 
School, registration will be held in 

‘the school office, 603 Key Route 
Blvd., between 7:30 a.m. and 3 p.m. 
New registrants must be accompa- 


nied by a parent and have current 
immunization records, transcripts 
from previous schools, and residence 
verification. 

Orientation for all new Albany 
High School students and their par- 
ents will be held on Thursday, Aug. 
31 from 6:30 to 7:30 p.m. The first 
day of school is Wednesday, Sept. 6. 
New pre-registered and continuing 
students in grades 9-12 should arrive 
no later than 7:20 a.m. on Sept. 6 to 
check the homeroom lists that will 
be posted on the wall outside the 
counseling office, Homeroom begins 
at 7:40 a.m. 

Registration requires three types 
of documentation. No registrations 
will be accepted unless all informa- 
tion is complete. The documentation 
includes: 

1.) Immunization: California re- 
quires all students to meet immu- 
nization regulations, and the Albany 
Unified School District will not reg- 
ister students who have not met the 
law. The “no-shots, no-school” pol- 
icy prohibits a grace period and does 
not recognize a parent’s signature as 
verification of immunization. These 
regulations pertain to all grade lev- 
els, kindergarten through high 
school. 

Parents must bring the child’s 
original birth certificate or baptismal 
certificate (no copies) as proof of age 
and must complete health forms con- 
cerning vaccinations, immunizations, 
and childhood diseases. Older chil- 
dren who transfer from school-to- 
school within California should al- 
ready have immunization records on 
file. Documentation of the dates of 
immunizations for polio; DPT; and 
measles, mumps, and rubella (Ger- 
man measles) for each kindergarten 
child is required. No child can enter 
kindergarten this fall unless wihtout 
these immunizations. Minimum 
doses required for polio are four, as 
long as the third dose was received 
after the fourth birthday, and four 
doses for DPT, as long as the fourth 
dose was also received after the sec- 
ond birthday. Measles, mumps, and 
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rubella (MMR) have a single re- 
quired dose, provided it was received 
after the first birthday. Hepatitis B 
vaccine, three doses, is a new re- 
quirement for kindergarten and sev- 
enth grade entry. 

Low-cost childhood immuniza- 
tions (from $5 to $40 per shot) are 
available at county health depart- 
ment clinics through the summer at 
the following locations:

Richmond; Public Health De- 
partment, County Building, 29th and 
Bissell streets, Richmond, Monday 
through Friday, 1:30-3:30 p.m. (374- 
3101). 

2.) Health Screening for Incom- 
ing First Grade Students: The 
Hughes Children’s Health Enforce- 
ment Act requires parents of all in- 
coming first grade students to sub- 
mit an approved health examination 
certificate within 90 days after the 
child’s entry. The certificate states 
that the student has received appro- 
priate health screening within the 
prior 18 months. Students without 
approved certificates will be ex- 
cluded from school for up to five 
days. Parents are encouraged to ob- 
tain the health examination certifi- 
cate at the same time as immuniza- 
tions are completed. Free health 
screening for low-income children is 
available through the County Health 
Department. 
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3) Evidence of Residency: We de- 
fine residency as where a child and 
his/her parent(s)/legal guardian live. 
A parent must provide three forms 
of proof of Albany residency: 

A lease agreement that can be 
phone verified or a property deed; 
at least two of the following with the 
address imprinted— W-2 form, 
PG&E or EBMUD document/bill, 
paycheck, driver's license (not tem- 


porary), bank statement, public as- | 


sistance documents 
If further address verification is 
needed, a residence verification of- 
ficer will make unscheduled home 
visits. If it is determined subsequent 
to enrollment that a child's residence 
is not in Albany, the student will be 
dropped from enrollment in the dis- 
trict 
Other documentation: Students 
who have previous school transcripts 
and health records should bring 
these at the time of registration 
Miscellaneous information: Ele- 
mentary school lunches are $1.85 
Middle and high school lunches are 
$2. Free and reduced lunches are 
available for low-income students. 
Medical/dental insurance: The dis- 
trict does not carry medical or den- 
tal insurance should a child be in- 


jured on school premises while under | 


school jurisdiction or through spon- 
sored activities. The California State 
Education Code authorizes distribu- 
tion of information about low-cost 
medical/dental insurance for chil- 
dren. Participation is voluntary, al- 
though state law requires any stu- 
dent participating in interscholastic 
sports to have adequate medical in- 
surance

ON THE GREEN: Although Vir- 
ginia and Acton streets mark the 
Greenway’s official Berkeley edge, 
the Peralta Community Garden — 
where yardless residents can till a 
patch of soil for a nominal fee —is a 
worthy landmark for start or finish. 
Viewing hours for the garden, at 
Hopkins and Peralta avenues, are 
very limited, but if a resident is cul- 
tivating his or her square footage 
when you happen upon the area, 
you're welcome to browse.

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OBITUARY 


Joan M. Cohn 


Joan M. Cohn, a respected Oak- 
land school teacher and advocate of 
environmental education, died Aug. 
14 in Oakland. She was 77 and had 
suffered from Parkinson's disease for 
more than two decades. 

A longtime resident of Berkeley, 
Cohn taught at Golden Gate, Crocker 
Highlands and Lazear elementary 
schools from 1968 until illness forced 
her retirement in 1982, She believed 
in nurturing the individual talents 
and interests of her students. 

“She was a superb teacher,” said 
Walt Rowson, former principal at 
Golden Gate. “She was a theorist 
who was not afraid to try new things 
but kept the best of the old.” 

Wanting to introduce inner-city 
youngsters to the wilderness, she se- 
cured a grant and took dozens of 
children from Golden Gate School 
in the early 1970s to Oakland’s 
Feather River Family Camp near 
Quincy. 

Other grants helped to create a 
toy-lending library at the school and 
enabled low-income families to take 
out-of-town excursions to experience 


snow, the beach, and a farm, 

She was an active member of a 
program called OWL (Outdoor Ways 
of Learning) that encouraged out- 
door education for Oakland stu- 
dents. One of her favorite teaching 
tools was the solar oven, which she 
constructed and used with many of 
her students. After her retirement, 
Cohn continued to volunteer at 
Lazear School and later helped at 
an after-school tutoring program in 
West Oakland called SU House. 
With colleague Dave Elliott, she co- 
authored a book called “Recycling 
for Math.” 

A native of New York City, Cohn 
received a bachelor’s degree from the 
University of Michigan in 1944. She 
is survived by her husband of 57 years, 
Sig Cohn of Berkeley; her children, 
Chris of Moraga, Rusty of Albany, 
Abby of Piedmont, and Eric of Hood 
River, Ore.; and seven grandchildren. 

A memorial service celebrating 
Cohn’s life will be scheduled at a 
later date. Those wishing to make a 
donation in her honor may send con- 
tributions to the Michael J. Fox Foun- 
dation for Parkinson’s Research, 840 
Third St., Santa Rosa, CA 95494. 
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In a separate part of the settle-

My earliest notes on the place mat 
are almost illegible, but let’s see... .

for a mortgage? 


Years ago buyers didn’t worry 
about financing their home purchase 
until after they found the home they 
wanted to buy. Once they had an ac- 
cepted offer, they'd shop around for 
a week or so and then submit a loan 
application. 

The recent low inventory of 
homes for sale has made home buy- 
ing highly competitive in some ar- 
eas, 

In order to compete, many buy- 
ers are now getting preapproved for 
the mortgage they need to complete 
the purchase — often before they 
even start looking at homes to buy. 

There are two parts to a mortgage 
approval: approval of the borrower 
and approval of the property. 

Mortgage preapproval is a 
process whereby the borrower is 
approved for a mortgage of a cer- 
tain amount. The approval is usu- 
ally good for a period of time and 
is subject only to the borrower find- 
ing an acceptable property. An ac- 
ceptable property is one with a sat- 
isfactory appraisal and a title report 
that indicates that the seller is able 
to transfer clear title to the prop- 
erty to the buyer.’Final mortgage 
approval also requires a purchase 
agreement that is signed by the 
buyer and seller. 

To get preapproved, talk to a 
lender or mortgage broker and fill 


A mortgage broker with years of 
experience may be willing to write a 
preapproval letter for you without first 
receiving lender underwriting approval. 


out a loan application. You will need 
to provide verifications of your em- 
ployment and the source of your 
cash for the down payment and clos- 
ing costs.Employment can be veri- 
fied with copies of paycheck stubs, 
W-2’s or tax returns if you’re self- 
employed. 

You'll also need to give autho- 
rization to have your credit 
checked. 

One of the benefits of being 
preapproval is that you know exactly 
how much you can afford to pay for 
a home before you enter into a pur- 
chase agreement. 

Another benefit is that you’ll be 
in a better position to negotiate with 
a home seller. 

A solid preapproval letter from a 
lender should remove any concerns 
the seller has about your financial 
capabilities. 

Before you make an offer, make 
sure that your preapproval letter is- 
n't simply a glorified prequalifica- 
tion letter. A prequalification letter 


simply states that the lender is likely 
to give you a loan of a certain 
amount if the financial data you’ve 
disclosed to the lender is satisfac- 
torily verified. 


With prequalifiction, the lender 
doesn’t have to give you a loan if 
your financial and credit documen- 
tation doesn’t pass the scrutiny of 
the lender’s underwriter. 


Recently buyers received a let- 
ter from their lender that had the 
word preapproval typed at the top. 
Without first reading the letter, they 
included it with their purchase of- 
fer in the hopes of strengthening 
their offer. 


The seller’s agent read the let- 
ter and discovered that the preap- 
proval was conditioned upon the 
lender verifying the buyer’s credit 
report, source of down payment 
funds and employment history. 

The letter was far from being a 
firm commitment from the lender 
to give the buyers the mortgage 
they needed to complete the pur-

chase. Be aware that mortgage bro- 
kers aren’t lenders. They are mid- 
dlemen who broker loans to lenders. 

A mortgage broker with years of 
experience may be willing to write 
a preapproval letter for you without 
first receiving lender underwriting 
approval. 

But, if there is anything unusual 
about your loan application like bad 
credit*history, borrowed down pay- 
ment money or short-term employ- 
ment, make sure your mortgage bro- 
ker has a lender’s underwriter review 
your package before issuing a preap- 
proval letter. 

You may not need to include a fi- 
nancing contingency in your pur- 
chase offer if you have unconditional 
lender preapproval. However, you 
may want to include a contingency 
for the property to appraise for the 
purchase price.

More paint manufacturers are providing lifetime guarantees

The proliferation of new house 
paints with “lifetime” guarantees 
should give new confidence to the 
armies of do-it-yourselfers who have 
grown accustomed to repainting 
every few years. 

If the new paints are as good as 
manufacturers say they are, painters 
will literally embark on a new era. 
Conventional paint problems like dirt 
and chalk (old, powdered paint) on 
the surface, glossy surfaces and even 
moisture (the leading cause of paint 
peeling) could no longer be things 
to worry about. 

Among paints that carry a lifetime 
warranty (often defined in the fine 
print as a warranty that lasts as long 
as you live in the home where the 
paint was used) are Weatherbeater 
Ultra by Sears, Duration by Sherwin- 
Williams, Behr Premium Plus by 
Home Depot, Valspar American Tra- 
dition by Lowe’s and Thompson's 
House & Trim Paint. Call 800-367- 
6297 for dealers. 

Some of the lifetime paints sell 
for premium prices, compared with 
$10 to $20 per gallon for conven-

tional paints that have less optimistic 
warranties. For example, Weather- 
beater Ultra sells for about $28 a gal- 
lon, Duration for about $36. 

Of course, it will take some time 
to determine whether the guaran- 
tees really hold up or whether we 
are still dealing with paint that peels, 
chips and cracks in something less 
than a lifetime. But the prospects 
are exciting. 

For example, Sears contends that 
Weatherbeater Ultra can be applied 
over previously painted surfaces that 
are “chalky, dirty or glossy, without 
the need to clean, wash or sand the 
surface.” That could eliminate much 
of the time-consuming surface prepa- 
ration that has always been part of 
painting. 

Bob Young, Sears spokesman, 
said the secret to Weatherbeater Ul- 
tra’s durability is a “rich, polyure- 
thane-added Superbond formula.” 

Thompson's spokeswoman, Vic- 
toria Varley, said Thompson’s House 
& Trim Paint resists moisture-related 
peeling, blistering and flaking. The 
paint “prevents exterior moisture 
from penetrating the paint film, while 
allowing interior water vapor, caused 
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Affordable

by showers, cooking and other ac- 
tivities, to escape,” she said. “The 
bond between the paint and the sub- 
strate remains intact, greatly reduc- 
ing breaks in the surface.” 

Consumers should study war- 
ranties and directions carefully be- 
fore buying lifetime paints (or any 
other paint, for that matter). Those 
who don’t have sharp eyesight 
should take along a magnifying 
glass, because the fine print on paint 
cans, where warranty details are 
spelled out, can be very fine. 

In most cases, you'll be told that 
you’ll need the receipt to make a 
claim under the paint’s warranty. 
You'll also learn that the manufac- 
turer’s liability is probably limited to 
the cost or replacement of the paint. 
The labor of preparing the surface 
and applying the paint is not covered. 

Consumers also need to under- 
stand what needs to be done to ful- 
fill the requirements of the warranty. 
It may be that a certain primer is re- 
quired, or a certain spread rate or 
specific number of coats. The war- 
ranty also may cover only certain 
problems, such as peeling. Mildew 
or color retention often aren’t cov- 


ered. 

There might be other caveats that 
should be noted. For example, while 
Sears says Weatherbeater Ultra can 
be used over old paint with little or 
no preparation, the Ultra warranty 
doesn’t apply if the underlying paint 
fails and peels off, taking the Ultra 
with it. 

Top-quality paints such as the life- 
time paints will survive longest on 
new construction, where the surface 
being painted is in good condition 
and correct primers will be used. 

To best take advantage of the new 
long-time warranties, keep a record 
of what was painted with a new paint 
— the siding, back porch, window 
frames or whatever. Staple or clip 
the list to the sales receipt of the 
paint. If problems develop, take a 
few pictures of the damage and take 
all records to the dealer to claim a 
refund or replacement paint.

In life, we all need to trust those 
who are expert in areas we are not. 
Real estate agents require the confi- 
dence of their clients. Likewise, Re- 
altors must believe in their buyers 
and sellers. When there is no trust, 
a real estate transaction can become 
a poisonous affair for all parties, 

One of an agent’s most important 
functions is to interpret what is hap- 
pening in the market. Pricing a home 
is complicated; not everyone can do 
it well. 


Being too kind 


An experienced, local agent, 
whom I know and have confidence 
in, told me of her nightmare. For the 
past several months, she has been 
working with a seller to get the home 
ready for marketing. This was a per- 
sonal referral from a previous client. 

It is a property with extensive de- 
ferred maintenance. The agent 
arranged for a pest control report, 
hauling of debris, carpet cleaning, 
plumbing repairs, painting, weeding, 
cleaning and staging with furniture. 
She even loaned the seller $3,000 
from her own funds for this process. 
Many hours of her time were spent 
not just supervising, but also work- 
ing on the house. 

Before the seller signed the list- 
ing, the agent had carefully reviewed 
comparable sales and explained how 
all the problems would impact value. 
She suggested an asking price com- 
mensurate with the condition she an- 
ticipated after it was clean and free 
of debris. 

Now that the home has been 
spiffed up, the seller has told the 
agent that two relatives, neither of 
whom live in the area, think it has 
been under-listed by more than 
$100,000. The agent provided com- 
parable sales, including a home next 
door, to these two inquisitors. This 
did not change their opinion; they 
want the seller to list high and ex- 
pect her to receive even higher of- 
fers. The agent, who is knowledge- 
able and professional, is certain this 
is not feasible. 

Although her relatives lack con- 
fidence in the agent, the seller has 
decided. to go ahead and put the 
house on the market. If the agent 
gives back the listing, she does not 
think she will be reimbursed for the 
$3,000; if she markets it for her 
suggested price, she doubts they 
will accept anything less than the

high price they have in mind. If she 
lists at the inflated price, she does 
not feel it has any chance to sell, 
This agent, who went so far and 
above the call of duty, is in a no-win 
situation.

Several weeks ago, I returned a

Despite this, during a short visit to 
the Bay area, we met and they told 
me what they felt the property was 
worth, 

Their price opinion was based on 
closed sales of neighborhood homes 
they had never seen. I responded 
that I considered their property to 
be a fixer; the comparables they 
cited were houses in top condition. 
I suggested we get comprehensive 
inspections and then discuss it 
again. 

Several months, and numerous 
reports and bids later, we had the 
necessary information. Problems, in- 
cluding serious foundation repair, 
furnace and roof replacement, and 
substantial pest control, total over 
$43,000. This is not to mention other 
maintenance and repair issues, as 
well as the need for extensive re- 
modeling. 

Another consideration is that buy- 
ers usually have their own, inde- 
pendent inspections. When wide- 
spread work is required, it is 
common for buyers to come up with 
higher bids and to ask the seller to 
pay for some or all of the additional 
cost. If, however, a well-priced list- 
ing engenders multiple offers, the 
buyer’s renegotiating leverage is 
minimized or eliminated. 

With all this in mind, I gave the 
sellers a variety of marketing strate- 
gies for an “As Is” sale. My recom- 
mendation was to list at an attrac- 
tive price to diminish the As Is 
stigma. Faced with the sellers’ re- 
luctance to take this option, I offered 
to list at a price $50,000 higher, al- 
though I made it clear this would not 
be the best tactic. 

Disregarding my advice and the 
three sets of comparable sales I had 
supplied, the sellers instructed me 
to list at $90,000 more than my 
original proposal. Worst of all, they 
reiterated their expectation of get- 


over their already elevated asking 
price. 

I explained that the definition of 
a seller is someone who has a need 
to sell and is willing to accept the 
price verdict of the market. I told 
them it would be better for them to 
work with another agent, and I re- 
leased them from the listing. 

Even though | spent about 20 
hours for which I will never be paid, 
I feel relieved. 


Final thoughts 


You may ask, how can I trust an 
agent I really do not know? The 
truth is, we take this risk all the 
time. How well did you know your 
doctor, dentist, lawyer, tax accoun- 
tant or car mechanic at the begin- 
ning? At some point, we have all 
been in the position of letting go and 
putting ourselves in someone else’s 
hands. 

Nevertheless, when choosing a 
real estate agent you certainly want 
experience, competence and caring. 
Before you commit to working with 
a particular Realtor, ask a lot of 
questions and make sure there is 
mutual trust and respect. A team 
feeling is always preferable to a tug- 
of-war. 

Residential real estate is more a 
business of relationships than sell- 
ing houses. Without solid rapport, a 
satisfying outcome is a long shot.

A home way ahead of; 


In the 1940s, Oakland Schools 
maintenance supervisor and jack- 
of-all trades Bert Trubody bought 
some lots on Altura Place in Oak- 
land’s Leona Heights District. 

He planned to build a series of 
homes, which could be sold and 
provide income. He lived in one 
house while building another — all 
“vernacular, clapboard, farmhouse 
types.” But 7415 Altura was to be 
his last house, his family’s perma- 
nent home, and his masterpiece. 

He took a course on design at 
the University of California’s Ex- 
tension, and made a small model. 

In the late 1950s, he designed 
an efficient, passive solar house a 
home way ahead of its time. The 
Eichler house — a gable roofed 
house, honest in structure, with an 
“oriental flavor” — was all the rage. 
The home at 7415 Altura has been 
called “a Neolithic Eichler.”. 

But unlike Eichler, Trubody was 
a “Yankee tinkerer” and “a steel 
and concrete man” who engineered 
and built superbly. 

When the present owner pur- 
chased the home in 1980, he up- 
graded the bathroom, added a sec- 
ond, and, over the next 20 years, 
upgrades the home’s amenities, 
making it far more luxurious. 

In 1989 a he enclosed the deck 
to make a large solarium. In 1994, 
he turned part of the lower level 
into apartment. The owner did 
much of the work himself, em- 
ploying the best trades- and 
craftspersons he could find for 
plumbing, electrical and major 
structural additions. 

Trubody used his extensive 
building skills and available nat- 
ural materials to enormous advan- 
tage in building the house. Now, 
over 40 years the house has never 
had any termite or rot damage, rain 
or ground water seepage, or set- 
tlement of any kind. The present 
owner has increased this structural 
integrity 

Foundation: Poured 6” con- 
crete walls and slab — heavily 
steel reinforced. The entire out- 
side of the foundation was fiber- 
glassed and sealed against mois- 
ture. A French drain was installed 
at the north (uphill) wall as addi- 
tional insurance. 

Structure: The entire lower 
level, now an apartment and 


garage, was clear space, so that 
Trubody could drive his Mode] T 
Ford collection in, work on them, 
and drive them out the other side 
(where the apartment garden win. 
dow is now). 

To accomplish this, he sup. 
ported the upper story on massive 
steel beams resting (on the uphill 
side) on concrete pilasters poured 
as part of the foundation. 

The beams are resting on and 
welded to steel lally columns at the 
downhill side. Floor joists are 2x] 2s, 
connected to the steel beams. The 
upper level is built on 4x4 - four 
foot modules, with standard 16” 
joist spacing. Rafters are 4 x 10 fir 
which by today’s standards would 
qualify as “select-structural” grade 
They are on 5’ centers. 

All the supporting 4x4 columns 
are pinned to the rafters with two 
12” lengths of rebar extending 6” 
down into the post and 6” up into 
the rafter. Rafters and posts are tied 
together over the ridge line with 2” 
wide, heavy steel straps extending 
down the rafters for some distance 

Roof: In 1996 the tar and grave| 
roofing was replaced by a rubber 
torchdown roof, creating a single, 
rubberized membrane with a 40 
year estimated life. After curing it 
was coated with the prescribed 
white reflective coating, and re- 
coated this year. 

Roof Deck (“ceiling”): Red- 
wood groves often surround or 
abut groves of pecky cedar. Tru- 
body often worked at Oakland's 
Sierra Family Camp where loggers 
had come upon a redwood grove 
that abutted some pecky. He se- 
cured the trees, trucked them down 
to the site, and built a mill. Thus 
the 4” thick pecky cedar roof deck- 
ing, which is cross-sections of the 
trees. Some boards are almost 2’ 
wide. 

Siding: Both upper and lower 
levels have 1X 6 diagonal sheath- 
ing. The upper level has full di- 
mension 1x12, resawn, first growth 
redwood board-and-batten siding 
Clapboard siding was used on the 
lower level (south and west sides) 
It has been covered with 3/8” clear 
cedar resawn plywood and red- 
wood battens.

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In the early 1990s, horrible sto- 
ries arose: low income and elderly 
homeowners were losing their 

' homes because they could not make 
payments on high interest mortgage 
loans made by unscrupulous lenders. 

Known in the industry as “preda- 
tory lending practice,” these lenders 
were accused of seeking out bor- 
‘rowers in drastic situations who had 
the leastability to repay and fore- 
closing and seizing title to the prop- 
erty well below market values. 

It should be noted, however, that 
many private money lenders (some- 
times known as hard-money lenders) 
were the only solution for some peo- 
ple in temporary financial straits. 

“We provided a financial Band 
Aid, including up to 12 months pay- 
ments in the gross loan amount. In 
many cases, these lenders were God- 
sends to many borrowers” accord- 
ing to Doug Thompson of Paradigm 
Funding of Danville. 

“We evaluated the borrowers’ 
prospects of turning their situations 
around and only made the loan if 
we were fairly certain they would 
be able to honor their obligations. 
Remember, these were high risk 
loans and carried interestrates of 
14 to 20 percent and 10 to 12 
points,” (a point is one percent of 
the loan amount). 

Doug Thompson is one of the 
good guys. He gave me all the de- 
tails on how and why the legislation 
to protect the consumer came about. 

He wanted us to understand that 
not all private money lenders were 
out to gouge the consumer and that 
now, the industry has strict guide- 
lines when it comes to high risk, 
high cost loans.

1, 1995, the Feds passed the “Home 
Ownership and Equity Protection 
Act”, commonly known as Section 
32, an amendment to Regulation Z,

Federal Truth In Lending Law. 
Section 32 affects certain resi- 
dential mortgage transactions and is 


-primarily a lending disclosure law, 


but includes specific prohibitions. 

Mortgage loans excluded from 
Section 32 are purchase money 
loans, home equity lines of credit 
and loans on non-owner occupied 
dwellings. 

For loans that qualify for disclo- 
sure under Section 32, there is 
generic information required in- 
forming the borrower that merely 
because they have received the dis- 
closures or signed an application, 
they are not required to complete 
the agreement (take the loan). 

The disclosure must also spell out 
that the lender will have a mortgage 
on the home and state specifically 
that the borrower could lose their 
home and any money put into it if 
the borrower does not meet the 
obligation under the loan. 

There are also loan specific dis- 
closures required. 

On a fixed rate loan, the APR (an- 
nual percentage rate) and the amount 
of the regular monthly payment un- 
der the terms of the loan (after any 
discount period if there is one). 

On a variable rate mortgage, the 
initial APR, the regular monthly pay- 
ment(after any discount period if 
there is one), a statement that the 
interest rate may increase and the 
amount of the maximum monthly 
payment under the terms of the loan. 

If the APR or the regular payment 
amount changes prior to closing, but 
after the required disclosure has 
been made, a redisclosure and an 
additional three-day waiting period 
(on top of the six-day mandatory 
waiting period-after signing the loan 
documents) is required. 

There are two situations that will 
cause a specific loan to be subject 
to Section 32 disclosure and pro-

hibition requirements. A loan will 
be subject tosection 32 if either sit- 
uation occurs. Both situations do 
not have to occur. 

@ APR: If the APR of the loan 
exceeds the Treasury rate by 10 
percent inthe same month that the 
application is taken. For example, 
if the Treasury security issue has 
a rate of 6.00 percent but the loan 
rate (APR) is 16.50 percent, which 
is 10.50 percent greater than the 
Treasury security rate, thenthe loan 
would be subject to section 32. 

@ Points and Fees: Points and 
certain fees paid by the borrower, 
plus any compensation paid to the 
broker by the lender, must not ex- 
ceed the greater of$400 or 8 per- 
cent of the total loan amount. 

As a practical matter, loans of 
$5000 or less are subject if appro- 
priatepoints and fees exceed $400. 
Loans in excess of $5000 have to be 
measured bythe 8 percent rule. The 
majority of our private money 
lenders have a minimum loan re- 
quirement of $50,000. 

Points and fees to be included in 
the 8 percent calculation: Prepaid fi- 
nance charges such as loan- fees, 
points, origination fees, escrow fees, 
maintenance fees and application fees. 

Fees not included in the 8 per- 
cent calculation: Fees for real estate 
clsoing costs, such as credit report 
fees, appraisal fees, title insurance 
fees, documentation preparation fees 
and recording fees. Also, any credit 
insurance premiums, such as life and 
disability, paid to an affiliate are not- 
included in the calculation.

The types of loan products are re- 
stricted as well. 

A loan subject to section 32 may 
not have a balloon payment (all 
principal and interest due) of less 
than 5 years, may not have a pre- 
payment penalty if the borrowers 
debt to income exceeds 50 percent 
and if there is a prepayment penalty, 
it may not exceed 5 years. 

A prepayment penalty may not 
be collected when refinancing with 
the same lender. No negative amor- 
tized loan products may be used 
and no prepaid loan payments can 
be required”from the proceeds of 
more than two payments. 

Section 32 shouldkeep the preda- 
tory lenders from abusing consumers 
who need the most protection, The 
penalties are stiff for noncompliance 
and enforcement is vigorous.

A golfer 
grows into 
her game 


BURKARD 
ALAMEDA created quite a com- 
motion when she won the San 
Francisco City Championship earlier this 
ear at the tender age of 12. She was fea- 
jured in golf magazines across the coun- 
and on CNN. 

But as suddenly as Burkard exploded 
on the golf scene, she seemingly disap- 

ared. Call it the Seve Ballesteros syn- 
drome. Ballesteros, whose game also dis- 
appeared, simply explains, “That’s golf.” 

Burkard, who easily disposed of 
women twice and three times her age in 
the City Championship, suddenly had so 
much trouble with her game that she 
couldn’t even place in her own age 12-to- 
14 flights in Northern California junior 
competition. 

“She grew over an inch in height 
since her victory in the City,” said her 
Alameda teaching pro, John Lee, in ex- 
plaining her slump. “That created some 
swing problems.” 

The good news is that Burkard, who 
celebrated her 13th birthday on Aug. 19, 
has her game back. She has won three 

straight tournaments. 

Burkard began her comeback with a 
nine-stroke victory in the Fairfield Junior 
at Rancho Solano GC on Aug. 9. She fol- 
lowed that up on Aug. 11 with a victory 
in her flight in the Robert O’Brien 
Memorial at Poplar Creek GC in San 
Mateo, shooting 79-74. The overall title 
went to the other Alameda 12-year-old in 
the City, medalist Ki Shui Liao, who shot 
74-74. Burkard beat Liao by six strokes 
on Aug. 14 in the Fred Merrick Classic at 
Spring Valley GC to win her flight for 
the third straight time, though she lost 
the overall title to Ale Braga. 

One reason Burkard’s victory in the 
San Francisco City became national 
news was a perceived connection to the 
Earl Woods syndrome. Tiger Woods has 
exploded onto the golf scene (any ques- 
tions after Sunday’s victory in the PGA 
Championship?), but his father, Earl, has 
been roundly criticized as overbearing, 
of depriving his son of a childhood. 

Could this 12-year-old Burkard be an- 
other case in point? 
Fortunately, the Burkard family has 
no such syndrome. 
The day after her victory in the City, 
the LPGA Tour held a press conference 
up the road in Sacramento at Twelve 
Bridges GC, and the main question was 
whether the tour would allow Burkard to 
play that week. The tour waffled, already 
under fire for allowing the 13-year-old 
Wongluekeit twins to play in the Nabisco 
(Dinah Shore) Championship in Palm 
Springs the previous week. 
The Burkards could have pressed the 
Point, creating headlines along the way. 
Instead, Martha let the matter slide. She 
decided not to enter, much to the relief 
of the tour. Burkard was given a free 
Pass to the event, and introduced to her 
favorite LPGA stars.

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Rowing — it’s not just for college kids 


Boats float 
across Lake 
Merritt in 
Masters 
Nationals

Rowing’s traditional image in this 
country is of young, strong, muscular col- 
lege men working in perfect unison to 
win a race for their alma mater. 

But the sport is much more far-reach- 
ing than that. 

Last Thursday through Sunday, Lake 
Merritt was awash with dedicated row- 
ers, their families and friends, and lots 
of curious onlookers wondering just what 
in the world was going on when the U.S. 
Rowing Masters National Championship 
Regatta came to town. 

What they saw was very exciting. Lots 
of races, some cheering from the shore, 
blowouts and close finishes. What they 
also witnessed was a Lake Merritt tradi- 
tion that many don’t fully understand. 

As a sport, rowing isn’t as well known 
to most Americans as, say, baseball or 


football. Or maybe even soccer. But it 
does have a following. And a strong one, 
to boot. 

“When we held the Masters Nation- 
als in 1989, we had 600 participating 
then; we have 1,200 this year,” said Alan 
Dreyfuss, president of the Lake Merritt 
Rowing’ Club. 

Rowing isn’t just for college men, ei- 
ther. For one, the minimum age for a 
masters rower is 27. Secondly, the Mas- 
ters Nationals involved competitors from 
some 90 rowing clubs representing ar- 
eas across the nation with at least one 
from Canada. Oh - and yes, women have 
taken to the sport as well. 

“In recent years, we've experienced 
the greatest growth among women — 
that’s a result of Title [X,” said Karen Mit- 
telstadt, communications coordinator for 
U.S. Rowing. “Older individuals have got- 
ten into the sport, too. It's a non-impact 
sport, it’s easy on the knees. We have 
people 80 and 90 years old in the sport.” 

No current Olympians were on hand, 
except for the U.S. national women’s 
eight, who signed autographs and gave 
an exhibition on Saturday and Sunday. 
But as far as competitors go, any rower 
who won a medal at the elite national or 
international level this year was not eli- 
gible for the Masters National. 

But don’t for a moment think that the 
Masters Nationals was a second-rate 


event. Far from it. 

Despite the advanced ages of a handful 
of competitors, rowing isn’t for the faint of 
heart. Though some might equate the term 
“masters” with “over the hill,” the races on 
Lake Merritt were very competitive. 

“If you talk to the athletes, it all used 
to be playing and racing,” said Dreyfuss. 
“But now it’s super competitive. You have 
some ex-Olympians here who have never 
stopped training. You can’t come here 
without training and expect to compete.” 

Rowing encompasses two distinct dis- 
ciplines, 

The first is sweeping, where each 
member of the crew has one oar. The sec- 
ond is sculling, which requires each per- 
son to have two oars. 

Each discipline is made up of three 
events. In the sweeps, there are pairs, 
fours and eights. Sculls involves singles, 
doubles and quads or one, two and four 
rowers, respectively. 

The eights have a person called a 
coxswain, a kind of driver whose job is 
to guide the crew while steering the boat. 
All other boats are steered by one of the 
rowers who uses a foot pedal to guide a 
small rudder. 

“Here in the United States, the eights 
are considered the priority boats on the 
elite level,” said Mittelstadt. “The U.S. 
women are the defending silver medal- 
ists at last year’s world championships.” 


Like track races, or maybe even drag 
races, each race has its own special char- 
acter. 


Often, a boat gets out to a big lead and 
the race is pretty much decided early. In 
others, the drama plays itself out as the 
boats make their way down the course. But 
even when the winner gets off to a com- 
fortable lead, there usually other boats jock- 
eying for position in an effort to advance to 
the next heat or to win a medal. 


Last Thursday and Friday were trials. 
From these, the top three finishers for 
each heat in every age group advanced 
to the finals Saturday and Sunday. Like 
a swimming or track meet, the object of 
the trials was to get into the finals. 


While some of the trials competitors 
went all out to win their heats, most 
rowed strategically, saving their best for 
the final. 


The U.S. Rowing Masters National Re- 
gatta has come and gone. For rowing afi- 
cionados, though, it only whets the ap- 
petite for what comes next month at the 
Sydney Olympics. 


This year’s Olympics will take place 
Sept. 15-Oct. 1. Rowing events will hap- 
pen Sept. 17-24. As usual, the races 
promise to generate plenty of excitement, 
even for those of us just now learning 
the subtleties of the sport. 


Rowing riding tide of popularity

Rowing is a sport growing in popular- 
ity in the United States. Its biggest fol- 
lowing is probably found in the North- 
east, though pockets of interest can be 
found in other parts as well. 

The Bay Area qualifies as one of those 
other parts. And Berkeley High boasts 
one of the most successful rowing prep 
rowing teams in the Bay Area. In fact, it 
is one of the few prep rowing teams in 
the Bay Area. 

The team’s success was in evidence re- 
cently when five of its members were se- 
lected from the Southwest Regional De- 
velopment Camp to compete in the 
American Rowing Championships in Syra- 
cuse, N.Y., Aug. 3-6. 

Berkeley High students Erin Reinhardt, 
Lizzy Specht, Rachel Vandagriff, Rachel 
Berry-Millet and Veronica Bonczkowsky 
made up 5/8 of the Southwest Regional 
crew that took sixth place in the junior 
eights competition. 

For Reinhardt, the experience on Syra- 
cuse’s Lake Onondaga was doubly satis- 
fying. She also raced in the intermediate 
fours competition. Her boat took fifth 
place in that race against some seasoned 
veteran competition. The intermediate 
level also includes college rowers. 

“We were the only junior boat to make 


it to the finals; that was quite an accom- 
plishment,” said Reinhardt, an Oakland 
resident. “The only junior boats that raced 
were the ones that thought they were fast 
enough to race against the colleges.” 

The fours competition was plenty de- 
manding. First, Reinhardt and her three 
teammates had to advance from their 
heat. The top three in each heat advanced 
to the semifinals. And the top three boats 
in the semifinals advanced to the final. 

The eights competition was a bit less 
complicated, but still by no means a cake- 
walk. Reinhardt, Specht, Vandagriff, 
Berry-Millet, Bonczkowsky and company 
advanced directly to the final as one of 
the top two finishers in their qualifying 
heat. 

Qualifying to get to the American 
Rowing Championships was no easy task. 
Only those invited by U.S. Rowing, the 
sport’s national governing body, could go 
to the regional development camp. Row- 
ers were then chosen for the American 
Rowing Championships. 

Reinhardt, Specht, Vandagriff, Berry- 
Millet and Bonczkowsky were chosen 
from the Southwest Regional camp last 
month at Kansas State University in Man- 
hattan, Kan. 

“We were there two weeks,” said Rein- 
hardt. “Ours was he shortest of all the 
development camps.” 


The official high school rowing sea- 
son is in the spring. But the team prac- 
tices all year. Except when competition 
takes the rowers elsewhere, the team is 
at Lake Merritt every morning from 6 un- 
til 8:30. 

As further training, members of the 
team do a lot of running, weightlifting, 
box jumps and spend much time work- 
ing on ergometers (rowing machines). 

Despite her success, Reinhardt, 16, a 
junior this fall at Berkeley High, is only 
in her second year as a rower. 

“I’m good at it early,” she said, “I did 
a lot of running (before getting into row- 
ing). But I never did a lot of team sports.” 

Having already advanced far in the 
sport, Reinhardt hopes to make a step- 
by-step progression. Reinhardt’s next goal 
is a spot on the U.S. Junior National 
Team. 

“Next year I definitely want to go to 
selection camp and make the junior na- 
tional team,” she said. “And I have only 
one year to do it.” 

Junior national athletes must be un- 
der 18 years old. 

Of course, Reinhardt doesn’t want to 
stop there. 

“2004 — that’s when the Olympics are 
— that’s my goal,” she said. “I've just got 
to keep in shape and not fall back from 
what I’ve accomplished already.”

of the Truth and Reconciliation 
Commission until the parents of

Their daughter, living in South Africa on a 
Fulbright fellowship, had made international 
headlines when she was brutally murdered in 
1993 by a mob in a black suburb of Cape Town, 
solely because she was white. But Peter and 
Linda Biehl told the commission they would 
not oppose amnesty for Amy’s killers. Aston- 


ishingly, they were willing to forgive, because 
they believed that truth and reconciliation were 
the key to the future of the country their daugh- 
ter had adopted as her own. 

Amid the crowds of spectators and jour- 
nalists watching the Biehls’ inspirational testi- 
mony were a pair of documentary filmmakers 
from Oakland, Frances Reid and Deborah Hoff- 
mann. They had their camera trained on the 


Biehls, like all the others. 


But unlike the majority of them, Reid and 
Hoffmann stayed for the other stories, the ones 
that were not about a lovely American girl with 
a good heart who died a tragic death. Culling 
from the thousands of stories before the com- 


mission, Reid and Hoffmann picked three other 
cases and profiled them. Four black activists 
killed by white policemen. Three white women 
killed by a black activist’s bomb. Seven black 
youths slaughtered by police in the same town 
where Biehl was murdered. 

Ironically, what turned into one of the most 
intense and moving documentaries of the year, 
Sundance Grand Prize-winner “Long Night’s 
Journey Into Day,” began with a simple con- 
versation over coffee and the New York Times 
at the duo’s Rockridge home.

A wonderfully inventive Mexican 
restaurant just off the Telegraph Av- 
enue exit on Highway 24 has been 
operating nearly two years and, 
while I only just discovered it, I want 
to claim it as my own, 

Being open only for dinner Tues- 
days through Saturdays allows 
cheffowners Dona Savitsky and 
Thomas Schnetz to maintain the 
cafe’s high quality and confident 
character. It’s called Dona Tomas for 
a reason. 

The interior is simple, with big 
comfortable wooden chairs and ta- 
bles, loud Mexican music and a long 
open kitchen/bar. A wide hallway 
parallels the restaurant, serving as 
a waiting area and leading to an 
open courtyard in the back, where 
diners can enjoy more tranquil en- 
virons. Here, eight tables with col- 
orful tablecloths are set on attrac- 
tive brickwork and bordered by a 
trellis gf crimson bougainvillea and 


ivy-covered buildings. 

The menu features interesting 
cheeses from Mexico, a rainbow of 
fresh and dried chiles, soulful sauces 
and a generous spirit. 

I love the concept of botanas, a 
kind of premeal snack. There are just 
two on the menu, and we ordered 
them both right off: darkly roasted 
pumpkin seeds, served warm and 
salty with a hint of garlic and chile, 
and a bowl of cucumbers that have 
been split lengthwise, cut medium- 
thin on the bias and tossed with lime 
and ground arbol chile. The simple, 
addictive flavors set a festive mood, 
and help stave off hunger while you 
work your way down the descriptive 
menu. 

You'll recognize the appetizer 
names, but the follow-through is 
unique. Quesadillas ($7.95) and 
tamales ($8.25) are served with 
mole sauces, one yellow (a Oaxa- 
can specialty), the other chocolate- 
black. 


The ceviche ($9.25) brings thin 


slices of lime-cooked salmon scat- 
tered through a plate of chunky av- 
ocado and ripe tomato salsa. It’s sur- 
rounded by toothsome tortilla chips 
— not quite enough, but our wait- 
ress was quick to bring a fresh sup- 
ply when we ran out. Our appetizers 
arrived one at a time, when ready, 
helping to encourage sharing. 

Grilled fresh shrimp ($8.25) are 
small and salt-crusted, each one an 
easy forkful for dipping in a smoky- 
sweet and spicy chipotle sauce. The 
flavor is complex but the presenta- 
tion is stark; freshly plucked cilantro 
leaves and fresh lime add just a 
spark of color. 

Soup and salad are just that, a sin- 
gle choice of each. There's tortilla- 
lime soup ($5.95), and a clean-tast- 
ing Mexican-style Caesar ($6.50), 
made with a distinctive dry and mel- 
low cheese that binds the dressing 
to the salad. 

The eight entrees — four seafood,

“AUTUMN IN NEW YORK”: A sappy and 
melodramatic film starring Winona Ryder 
and Richard Gere in a May-September ro- 
mance. The film looks good, thanks to the 
cinematography by Changwei Gu, but the 
script is atrocious. The main characters 
don't act like real people, and they don't 
say things real people say. Ryder and 
Gere don't display much chemistry, and 
that's vital in a movie that wants to make 
us cry, — C, Lemire.

The Coens (who 
brought us “Fargo,” “Raising Arizona” and 
“The Big Lebowski,” among others) have 
cleaned up the print, redone the sound 
and cut five minutes from what was al- 
ready a tight, taut thriller about a man who 
takes out a very complicated hit on his 
cheating wife. This is a don't-miss for fans 
of the Coen brothers who missed it the 
first time around, but anyone who likes 
smart, marvelously acted well-paced 
movies shouldn't miss it either.

“CECIL B. DeMENTED”: The first half of 
this new John Waters attack on main- 
stream cinema is so clever and funny that 
it feels like a real shame when the movie 
loses steam and collapses on itself in the 
second half.

B. DeMented (Steven Dortf), kidnaps a 
huge Hollywood star (Melanie Griffith) 
while she's in town for the premiere of her 
latest, “Some Kind of Happiness.” They 
force her to star in their underground 
movie, shot in the streets of Baltimore, us- 
ing real guns and guerrilla tactics. Griffith 
is really quite wonderful — she’s some- 
thing wild — as the vain movie star, and 
there are many, many good laughs along 
the way.

Both the beef carne asada 
($14.95) and pork carnitas ($13.50) 
are made with Niman Ranch meats, 
and the menu says that organic and 
local products are used whenever 
possible. 

The carnitas were devilishly good. 
Crusty outside, moist and tender in- 
side, the hot meat is permeated with 
herb and spice. Traditional garnishes 
were also uncommonly good: 
scented refried black beans, moist 
green-tinted rice, salsa fresca and 
grilled scallions. Warm tortillas on 
the side gives the option of wrapping 
it all up or choosing flavorful fork- 
fuls. 

After my carnitas, I groaned just 
reading “bread pudding” and “choco- 
late brownie,” but a little further 


down on the menu was a caramel 
flan. All the desserts are $5.75 — a 
bit steep perhaps for flan, silky-good 
though it was. 


My companions shared an in- 
credibly generous sundae, made 
with scoops of super-dense vanilla 
bean ice cream, sweet-spiced Mex- 
ican chocolate sauce and cajeta — 
a rich caramel made from goat’s 
milk. 


Our waitress was warm and help- 
ful, though by the time it came to 
take our dessert order she was rac- 
ing, looking anxious when it ap- 
peared we might not make an im- 
mediate decision. 


Our coffee was organic, but the 
drink menu is festive, with various 
hand-shaken margaritas, dozens of 
tequilas, lots of Mexican beers and 
even a Mezcal sampler. 


There’s a good choice of wines 
from California, but the Coca-Cola 
comes from Mexico — in a bottle. 
That’s just the kind of authentic 
touch that makes Dona Tomas so 
sweet. 
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engrossed in an article about the 
Truth and Reconciliation Commis- 
sion; she loves courtroom dramas, 
and what was going on there brought 
to mind the Holocaust and the end 
of Nazi journey, a topic she’s also 
fascinated by. She looked up from 
the article, 

“And I said, someone should be 
making a film about it,” she said. 

“l really didn’t mean us,” she re- 
called, laughing. “I was just saying 
that.” 

For Reid, the African continent 
had long held intrigue. In 1968, she 
and her then-husband joined the 
Peace Corps and were sent to 
Malawi to teach. Together they made 
a film about the town where they 
were living, and then two more doc- 
umentaries about Africa after that 
So she latched onto Hoffmann’s idea 

“It was one of those light-bulb-go- 
ing-off moments,” she said. 

The two women are longtime 
partners — that’s evident from the 
way they finish each other's sen- 
tences — and they’ve worked on 
each other’s projects before. Reid did 
camerawork on Hoffmann’s moving 
portrait of her mother’s descent into 
Alzheimer's, the Oscar-nominated 
“Complaints of a Dutiful Daughter,” 
and Hoffmann has edited Reid’s doc- 
umentaries before, including “Skin 
Deep,” an exploration of race rela- 
tions among college students. (Reid 
has also been nominated for an Os- 
car, for her short, “Straight From the 
Heart.”) 

But “Long Night’s Journey Into 
Day” represents their first collabo- 
ration as filmmakers from beginning 
to the end of a project. 

Their way into the story was as 
fortuitous as their discovery that they 
wanted to make a film about the 
Truth and Reconciliation Commis- 
sion, 

Both were familiar with the Amy 
Biehl story, partly because Reid's as- 
sociate producer at the time was 
Kirsten Jones-Neff, a Stanford grad 
who had known Biehl. When Reid 
told her of her sudden interest in the 
Truth and Reconciliation hearings as 
a possible film topic, Jones-Neff 
tracked down the Biehls. They were 
just about to leave to testify at the 
hearings, but they agreed to talk to 
the documentarians. A few weeks 
later, Reid and Hoffmann were on a 
flight to South Africa to film the 
amnesty hearings for Amy Biehl’s 
killers. 

Hoffmann and Reid ended up tak- 
ing six more trips to South Africa 
over the course of the next two years, 
spending nearly six months there. 
Despite the compelling nature of the 
Biehl story —guaranteed to attract 
American audiences — the film- 
makers said they wanted to move be- 
yond it. It seemed too much of an 
anomaly from the other cases before 
the commission. So it ended up be- 
ing an entry point into the film, a 
Starting point to understanding the 
process of forgiveness. 

The three other stories told in 
“Long Night’s Journey Into Day” are 
more typical of Africa. A white po- 
lice officer appeals for amnesty, ad- 
mitting that he and other policemen 


were responsible for an unsolved 
crime from more than 10 years be- 
fore, the beating and burning of four 
black activists from the township of 
Cradock. A black soldier from the 
rebel African National Congress, 
convicted in the firebombing of a bar 
that killed three white women, asks 
for amnesty. And a group of moth- 
ers meets two of the policemen who 
tricked their seven sons into rebel- 
lion, then ambushed and murdered 
them, in a suburb called Guguletu. 

In each case, forgiveness does not 
come as readily as it did for the 
Biehls 

Observing the hearings was such 
an intense experience that the pair 
felt relieved whenever they left. Back 
in Reid’s office, Iris Films at Berke- 
ley’s Fantasy Studios, the chore of 
fund-raising, which most documen- 
tary filmmakers find the worst part 
of their job, was actually a welcome 
break. They watched the journalists 
covering the hearings full time turn 
into chain-smoking, coffee-swilling 
wrecks, and were grateful they had 
a place to retreat to. 

Because they had such limited 
time in South Africa, Reid and Hoff- 
mann frequently had to book inter- 
views with victims and culprits on 
the same day. They’d go from inter- 
viewing one of the widows of the 
Cradock 4 in the morning to inter- 
viewing the white police officer, Erik 
Taylor, who killed her husband, in 
the afternoon. 

“It was a little creepy for us,” 
Hoffmann said. 

“It almost felt like a betrayal,” 
Reid added. 

Getting at the absolute truth of 
what had happened was almost im- 
possible 

“You’re never really going to 
know the truth because the partici- 
pants no longer know the truth,” 
Hoffmann said. 

Both women ended up with the 
conviction that the Truth and Rec- 
onciliation Commission, however 
flawed, was a success, and that 
South Africa will be a stronger coun- 
try for it. But whatever bias they 
might have had toward the process, 
the film is carefully balanced to tell 
all sides of each story. It lends the 
project a striking humanity. 

When Taylor testifies before the 
commission, he seems unsympa- 
thetic and unremorseful, practically 
monstrous. It took coaxing to get him 
to agree to speak on-camera, but fi- 
nally Taylor agreed. Sitting in his 
kitchen explaining what made him 
see what he did was wrong — read- 
ing Nelson Mandela’s autobiography 
and watching an American movie 
about the civil rights movement, 
“Mississippi Burning” — he is both 
pathetic and remorseful. (Since 
“Long Night’s Journey Into Day” was 
released, Taylor was denied amnesty. 
He may eventually face trial for his 
crime.) 

On that first trip to Cape Town, 
both women were nervous that be- 
ing foreigners might hamper the 
filming process. Instead, it helped to 
be outsiders. 

“There was almost a kind of grat- 
itude that people from outside South 
Africa were interested enough to 
come,” Reid said. 

Finding stories was easy. The ma- 
terial was so rich, they could have 
profiled hundreds of cases. That they 


ended up with two stories that con- 
nected (one of Biehl's killers had 
been a child when the Guguletu 7 
were killed; he saw the bodies on his 
way to school) was convenient, but 
unsurprising, Hoffmann said. 

“You could pick any two stories 
and there would be a connection,” 
Hoffmann said. “There isn't a per- 
son there who didn’t witness some- 
thing horrible.” 

They had enough access and con- 
nections to dig out archival footage 
from 15 years ago. Some came from 
freelance cinematographers, who 
had shot the funerals of both the 
Cradock 4 and the Guguletu 7. Other 
footage had to be dug up from the 
files of South Africa Television, 
archives that mostly consisted of 
piles distributed around the office. 

“You should have seen us crawl- 
ing around on the floor,” Hoffmann 
said 

Other logistical complications of 
shooting a film 9,000 miles from 
home included the time differences 
Whenever the filmmakers were back 
home in Rockridge, Reid would try 
to keep in touch with sources and 
send out feelers for research and fu- 
ture interviews. This meant making 
calls between midnight and 4 a.m 
The pressure was intense, and some- 
times they drove each other crazy. 
But they both agree they couldn't 
have made “Long Night's Journey 
Into Day” without each other’s com- 
plementary talents 

“We have no overlapping skills,” 
Hoffmann said with a laugh 

After three intense years, much 
of it spent on the road, it’s no won- 
der that now, the last question they 
want to hear is: What's next for 
them? All they want to do is rest. 

“Making a film 9,000 miles from 
home really has kind of burnt us 
out,” Reid said. 

In the middle of filming, Reid was 
diagnosed with breast cancer. She 
fought it successfully, but said the 
experience convinced her to take 
some time for herself. Since “Long 
Night's Journey Into Day” is in such 
high demand on the festival circuit, 
relaxation time has been elusive. Ear- 
lier this month, the pair were at the 
Jerusalem Film Festival. They’re also 
getting the film ready for its televi- 
sion debut on HBO’s Cinemax next 
spring. Finally, there are the ap- 
pearances to introduce the film, in- 
cluding one before its East Bay de- 
but at the UC Theatre on Friday (the 
film plays through Aug. 28) 

Finally, there’s another important 
date looming in the future for “Long 
Night’s Journey Into Day”: Oscar 
time. It’s only August, but the buzz 
is well under way. Everyone, from 
their relatives to other filmmakers 
and even people on the street, is 
telling them a nomination is in- 
evitable. 

Just the other day, KQED host 
and SF Weekly columnist Michael 
Fox introduced a San Francisco 
screening of the movie with the pre- 
diction that it would be remembered 
by the Academy come next March 

“If we don’t get nominated, we’re 
going to have to sneak out of town,” 
said Hoffmann.

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And our ridiculous campaign-fi- 
nancing rules allow billions of dol- 
lars to continue to flow to the big 
broadcasters to pay for all the air 
time for political ads. You don’t 
need to be a counterfeiter in this 
country to own a printing press. Be 
a broadcaster — that way, you 
won't be breaking the law. 

What we see on the surface in 
American radio and TV is appalling 
enough; what’s behind it all is even 
more dismaying, even ominous. 

That’s why it’s both pleasant 
and important to someone who 
works in media to visit Canada 
once in a while and see again that 
things can and should be done dif- 
ferently. And I’m not saying the 
CBC is perfect, or that all of it 
would work here. But certainly in 
the area of broadcasting, which 
was created with the outmoded 
idea of the public interest in mind, 
not only is our way not the best 
way, it’s not even close. 

Guilty Pleasure: I'll miss “Sur- 
vivor.” Like a bad soap opera (I 
know, that’s redundant) I got 
hooked on the silly show in the first 
three weeks. I could barely stand 
any of the people on the island, and 
so much of what I saw was so con- 
trived and hokey (especially those 
challenges) I was embarrassed to 
watch a lot of the time. 

Part of the appeal of the run- 
away hit summer show, for me 
anyway, was undeniably the old 
“Hawaii Five-O” factor — waving 
palm trees and tropical settings. I 
am, alas, a sucker for this shop- 
worn scenario, having spent much 
of my boyhood playing on similar 
beaches while growing up in 
Hawaii. 

But the major appeal for me 
was to watch a master manipulator 
in action. Even Alfred Hitchcock 
has nothing on “Survivor” pro- 
ducer Mark Burnett. In the techni- 


cal sense, the guy is a modern, 
nonpolitical version of Hitler’s fa- 
vorite image manipulator, the ac- 
claimed (if controversial) director, 
Leni Riefenstahl. 

Burnett is a genius at film edit- 
ing and the juxtaposition of images 
and time: He created interpersonal 
conflicts and friendships; shifted 
time; created a sense of danger 
with his shots of tree snakes, rays 
lurking under sea rocks, stormy 
skies, etc. etc. The guy may or may 
be a genius, but he certainly knows 
how to create a viable commercial 
product. His talent extends to hav- 
ing kept the ultimate winner secret 
for months, of even creating bogus 
clues on the show’s Web site. 

The guy is so good he’s almost 
scary. Let’s just hope he doesn’t go 
to work full-time for a political 
party, like Riefenstahl did. By the 
way, I agree with popular KGO Ra- 
dio host Ronn Owens, an un- 
abashed “Survivor” fan, about 
“Survivor II.” The sequel will debut 
after the Super Bowl and be set in 
Australia, and for several reasons 
(novelty being among them) “Sur- 
vivor II” may be popular, but it 
probably won't be nearly as popu- 
lar as the original has been, Still, if 
there’s one person you don’t want 
to underestimate, it’s Mark Bur- 
nett.

be very contagious

ion Aroner wasn’t expecting much 
D:= she went to last week’s De- 
mocratic National Convention in 
Los Angeles. But the four-day gathering 
still managed to underwhelm her. 

“Tt was more boring than I thought it 
would be,” said Aroner. 

She did admit, though, that there were 
times on the floor of the convention hall 
that she felt a quickening of her blood. 
“You do get caught up in it, and it’s fun.” 

Melanie Sweeney-Griffith might have 
been responsible for some of the charged 
air around the California delegation in the 
Staples Center last week. The Oakland 
hills resident was a whip. 

Whips, as the name suggests, were 
originally used in the era of fractious and 
raucous conventions to keep the delega- 
tion from wandering into another candi- 
date’s camp, to keep the delegation in line 
and on the floor and sober, Now the whip 
is more like an usher, crowd control man- 
ager and a cheerleader. 

The whips distribute the signs and pen- 
nants that the delegates wave, they tell the 
delegation when to rise in standing ova- 
tion and they attempt to keep the aisles 
clear. It is not an undertaking for the diffi- 
dent or the lazy. Unlike the other dele- 
gates, who are permitted to sit back and 
enjoy the proceedings — even take a mid- 
afternoon nap if the previous evening’s 
soirees went too late — the whips must be 
on their feet at all times. 

Why would Sweeney-Griffith give up 
some of the last days of summer before 
her son goes to college, not just to attend 
the convention, but also to assume a 
thankless duty that demanded she be on 
her toes for eight hours a day? 


Making a difference 


Eight years ago, Sweeney-Griffith, the 
present chair of the Alameda County De- 
mocratic Party, was not a terribly political 
person. For 20 years she was a psycholo- 
gist for Alameda County and her energies 
went to the cause of mental health. But 
one afternoon in 1992 a colleague at work 
said in a casual conversation that African 
Americans don’t make a difference in elec- 
toral politics, 

“That made me mad,” recounted Griffith 
Sweeney, who is African American. “I found 
myself so full of emotion that I volunteered 
at the Democratic headquarters on Broad- 
way (in Oakland) that day after work.” 

It wasn’t long before she retired from

her job with the county and started a sec- 
ond career as an operator in the local De- 
mocratic Party. 

Because of her eight- year commitment 
to party politics and a wish to see the qua- 
drennial spectacle of a presidential nomi- 
nation first hand, Sweeney-Griffith de- 
cided to stand in election to become a 
delegate to the Democratic convention in 
Los Angeles. She came in second and was 
joined in Los Angeles by her Montclair 
neighbor, David Stein, who went to the 
convention as an alternate delegate. 

Despite the fact that conventions have 
evolved over the decades from internecine 
power struggles with unknown outcomes 
to sleek and stylized pageants determined 
to present a unified front to the public, 
Sweeney-Griffith wasn’t cynical about the 
process. “I was cynical before I got in- 
volved in politics,” she said. 

“The system won't work if you don’t get 
involved,” she added. “If you just sit back 
and moan, nothing will happen. I know it 
sounds trite, but one person can make a 
difference.”

Sweeney-Griffith was like Aroner in 
that she had no fantasies that the role of a 
delegate was anything like what it was a 
generation ago. Delegates are no longer 
chits of political capital. Contenders for 
the nation’s highest office no longer vie for 
a delegate’s allegiance on the convention 
hall floor. 


Stamp, chant, cheer 


It could be said that Sweeney-Griffith 
and her more than 500 fellow California 
delegates and alternate delegates were in 
Los Angeles to act as extras in a massive 
production aimed at primetime television. 
When the California delegates joined their 
colleagues from the other states and terri- 
tories on the floor of the Staples Center, 
their job was to stamp, chant, cheer and 
wave their signs and banners. Their votes 
were already accounted for — they didn’t 


need to be there in person to nominate Al ° 


Gore. But they did need to be there to 
demonstrate their ardor for the Democra- 
tic ticket in a manner discernible to the

television media that hovered over the 
convention hall floor. 

The California delegation, in tribute to 
its size, was given prime real estate di- 
rectly in front of the podium, flanked by 
Gore's home state of Tennessee and the 
strategically important battleground state 
of Ohio. As a consequence, the aisles sur- 
rounding the California seating area were 
often jammed shoulder-to-shoulder. 
Sweeney-Griffith said that the hardest part 
of her job was dealing with the media that 
swarmed around the California delegation. 
“The press would block the view of the 
delegates. A lot of them had really nasty 
attitudes,” said Sweeney-Griffith. 

Whips were also given a page of key 
points by the state party so that should a 
member of the press come hunting for less 
scripted quotes than the professional 
politicians usually offer, the whips would 
be prepared with a clean sound bite. De- 
spite the jostling and the shoving, many 
delegates seemed to enjoy the attention of 
the media and soon learned to adopt the 
cadences of pundits when microphones or

The protesters sat with locked 
arms around a replica of an oil derrick in 
the middle of 6th and Flower streets. They 
were protesting on behalf of an indige- 
nous, Colombian tribe that the demonstra- 
tors said was under threat from oil compa- 
nies, At least a hundred police officers 
encircled the protest. A gaggle of photog- 
\raphers and reporters joined the police 
while protest sympathizers cheered their 
support and idle passersby stopped to 
watch the show. 

A police officer approached the demon- 
strators and told them they had two min- 
utes to disperse or they were going to be 
arrested. A student from UC Santa Cruz, 
who called himself Mr. Purple, reveled in 
the exhilaration of imminent confronta- 
tion. “My heart is beating fast, but I’m not 
scared,” he declared. 

Neumann, a lawyer, came to Los Ange- 
les to help protesters should they find 
themselves in trouble with the law. If 
events turned ugly, Neumann wanted to be 
witness. Neumann had seen violence at a 
political convention before. He was an 
unindicted coconspirator in the 1968 
Chicago street fight between the Chicago 
police and demonstrators at that year’s 
Democratic convention. Neumann had a 
sense of how the protesters felt while wait- 
ing for the police to arrest 
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fed their own transportation.

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the first day of the convention, 
Sweeney-Griffith and some friends 


them. “I’m worried about them, 
but I’m more worried about the 
people who aren't involved. 
These people are excited, ener- 
gized and involved,” said Neu- 
mann. 

Most of the delegates were 
like Sweeney-Griffith, and blind 
to the marches and the small 
skirmishes that took place 
every day of the convention. 
But Jack Walton, a delegate 
from Concord who originally 
backed erstwhile contender Bill 
Bradley, did not dismiss the 
protesters so quickly. A student 
at Berkeley from 1964 to 1968, 
Walton’s political consciousness 
developed during his four years 
at Berkeley. 

‘At first I cut classes, half in 
support of the free speech 
movement and half because I’d 
rather have played basketball 
than go to class,” admitted Wal- 
ton, whose cousin Bill Walton 
was a former teammate of Bill 
Bradley’s on the New York 
Knicks. It was his cousin who 
first introduced Bradley to Wal- 
ton. 

When the free speech move- 
ment started during Walton’s 
freshman year, he was an 18- 
year-old kid uncertain of his po- 
litical affiliations. But by the 
time he graduated, he was a 
committed liberal Democrat and 
applied to be a conscientious objector to 
the war in Vietnam. Walton has remained 
in the progressive wing of the Democratic 
Party. 

One afternoon, Walton went to Pershing 
Square in downtown Los Angeles where 
most of the protesters congregated before 
beginning their nightly march to the heav- 
ily policed perimeter around the conven- 
tion hall. At first he considered taking off 
the credential he wore around his neck 
identifying him as a delegate. But he de- 
cided that would be dishonest. 


Another party heard from 


While milling around Pershing Square, 
Walton attracted the attention of members 
of the Green Party, who tried to convert 
him to their side. 

“I was touched by their sincerity. They 
weren't there to cause problems as far as 
violence was concerned. They were there 
to cause a problem to a process that they 
felt was corrupt,” said Walton. “They 
wanted to prick the system’s conscience. 
In the end, though, I didn’t convince them 
of anything, and they didn’t convince me.”

Walton came to the convention a 
Bradley backer, and was uncertain how far 
he could go in support of Al Gore. But by 
the end of the convention, the pep rally 
had had its intended effect and Walton 
was ready to get behind Gore. Montclair’s 
Stein, however, needed no convincing. 

Stein hoped that Al Gore would recog- 
nize him. Stein, an Oakland-based lawyer, 
was an intern for Gore when the vice pres- 
ident was a freshman congressman in 
1977. When Gore made his first run for 
the White House in 1988, Stein put his 
practice on hold to work on the campaign. 
Once, when Senator Gore came out to the 


Bay Area to visit a high tech firm, Stein 
picked him up at the airport. 

So on the afternoon that Air Force Two 
delivered the Vice President to Southern 
California on the penultimate day of the 
Democratic convention, Stein was in the 
sweltering hangar at the Mercury Air Cen- 
ter in Burbank with a couple of hundred 
other invited guests to greet the candidate, 
his wife, his running mate, and other De- 
mocratic dignitaries. 

When the speeches finished and Gore 
set out into the crowd to touch the flesh of 
his admirers, Stein tried to catch Gore’s 
eye. But the throng was too great and

chaotic, and after a couple tours of the 
rope lines, the candidate got into his lim- 
ousine without noticing his former intern 
and campaign worker. 

But for Stein that was a minor disap- 
pointment in a week of excitement as an 
alternate delegate at the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in Los Angeles. 

Aroner sees no reason to attend an- 
other convention. “Once you’ve done it, 
you've done it,” she said. Aroner agrees 
with convention reformers who would like 
to cut the spectacle from four days to two. 
“Monday is a waste of time and Tuesday 
isn’t much better.”

The show is sponsored by the 
Northern California Kit Car Club, a 
non-profit organization dedicated to 
organizing and assisting amateur au- 
tomobile builders and promoting the 
family recreation value of this hobby.

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about 10 years ago. Of course, Mer- 
cedes-Benz has a reputation for be- 
ing ahead of its time with automo- 
tive ingenuity, which accounts for 
why (other than the engine) it has 
given the SL500 only an occasional 
face-lift. Meantime, I’m told, a new 
model of the SL500 is in the works. 

Maybe the manufacturer will ad- 
dress some things that I felt were 
shortcomings. 

For example, this is a very macho 
car. I doubt women would appreci- 
ate the way the driver’s door opens 
from the inside. The door handle re- 
quires a strong pull to open. 

Just to move the seat’s backrest 
forward requires a strong tug on a 
handle. Unfortunately, this virile at- 
titude is found throughout the car. 

The interior noise level might 
have been acceptable a decade ago, 
but that is no longer the case. 

And the SL500 is not as con- 
ducive to listening to the audio sys- 
tem as are many of the up-to-date 
models. 

This sound system will play a 
stack of CDs, but the stack loader is 
still in the trunk. Cars today hold six 
CDs in the system itself. 

On the sound system’s plus side 
is the fact that it can be used as a 


telephone, CD player, and tape 
player, as well as an AM/FM radio. 

To convert this roadster into a 
convertible, one button is all that is 
required to lower or raise the can- 
vas top. There is no need to release 
clamps; just hold the button down 
and the SL500 does it all for you. 

There is a storage shelf behind 
the driver’s seat and a trunk with 
limited capacity. With clever pack- 
ing, it will hold a couple carry-on 
suitcases plus a golf bag. 

Although the SL500 falls short in 
areas of comfort and convenience, it 
offers many thoughtful features. If 
the Nappa leather and wood trim 
aren’t enough to grab attention, the 
10-way power seats will. 

And these seats can be pro- 
grammed to three preset memory po- 
sitions that include the setting for 
the driver’s side mirror. 

Other niceties are an automatic 
climate control with a dust filter; 
cruise control and an adjustable 
steering column that goes up, down 
in and out. 

But the rear windows still use the 
old plastic glass that doesn’t provide 
clear vision or a built-in defroster. 

Although it lacks automatic head- 
lamps, the car has tinted glass, a pro- 
grammed locking system, and auto 
dimming rearview and driver-side 
mirrors, 

Yet considering the $82,600 price 
tag, one might expect a bit more.

Dear Doctor; Ever since I pur- 
chased my 1999 Jeep Grand Chero- 
kee, the front and rear rotors have 
gone out of round and needed to be 
resurfaced or replaced at 4,000 mile 
intervals, Do you think these rotors 
are underrated for the size of this ve- 
hicle?
